Ru ral bu sinessmen find the p u blic ap ­ 
p rov ing some bu siness activ ity on Su nday s 
becau se of looser-k nit commu nities, the 
greater distance inv olv ed and the resu lt­ 
ing inability of many ru ral inhabitants to 
comp lete their bu y ing in after-work hou rs. 
General stores, dru g stores, newstands 
and similar establishments hav e alway s 
been ex clu ded in most localities from Su n­ 
day blu e laws, bu t now they too are com­ 
ing u nder criticism from disgru ntled bu s­ 
inessmen. The whole q u estion is one which 
will req u ire ev en temp ers and mu ch giv e 
and tak e by all concerned. It mu st be re­ 
cognized that emergencies arise which re­ 
q u ire certain ty p es of establishments to be 
av ailable at all times.

This shows again that the federal gov ern­ 
ment is managing the nation’s economy 
with a firm hand. A tighter money p olicy 
is one side of it. Bu t if a recession starts, 
there are so many bu ilt-in federal stimu ­ 
lants that the gov ernment wou ld he hov er­ 
ing ov er the p op u lace not only solicitou sly 
bu t arrogantly at times. 
It may be hop ed that the Federal Re­ 
serv e p olicy will work , that inflation will 
be k ep t u nder control and that there will 
be no need of bringing ou t the p aternalistic 
reserv es of the gov ernment to halt a de­ 
flationary trend. Few are aware of the in­ 
direct controls of the Federal Reserv e. 
Bu t if the federal gov ernment as a whole 
gets into it, the restrictions and general 
meddling will affect ev ery body .

Instead, the Francis rep ort will p robably 
call for another long look at domestic p ro­ 
du ction, p rice su p p ort and sales p olicies. 
Which means that the gov ernment is 
right back where it started. If the idea of 
ex porting our su rp lu ses is prov ed an illu s­ 
ion, it remains to be seen whether this will 
hasten action to solv e the problem on the 
domestic lev el.

STORE HOURS 
THERE IS A growing dissension among 


American retailers of almost every com­ 


modity, on the subject of Sunday sales. 


Unless cooler heads prevail this bickering 
m ay erupt into all-out Sundav sales wars. 
Eruptions of arguments over Sunday 
sales have occurred before and have al­ 
w ays died out either through lack of pub­ 
lic interest or a compromise of some sort. 
This time, however, the motivating force 
is a new type of competition. 
This time the squabble is one of town 
stores versus suburban retailers. It is one 
result of the addition of shopping centers 
around almost every oily and sizable town. 
Many of the shops located in these subur­ 
ban markets are conducting business seven 
days a week, much to the chagrin of the 
city businessmen. The city 
stores 
are 
hampered from opening their doors on 
Sunday by tradition, lack of popular ap­ 
proval and church and labor groups. 
Rural businessm en find the public ap­ 
proving som e business activity on Sundays 
because of looser-knit 
communities, 
the 
greater distance involved and the result­ 
ing inability of m any rural inhabitants to 
com plete their buying in after-work hours. 
General stores, drug stores, newstands 
and sim ilar establishm ents have always 
been excluded in most localities from Sun­ 
day blue laws, but now they too are com­ 
ing under criticism from disgruntled bus­ 
inessm en. The whole question is one which 
will require even tem pers and much give 
and take by all concerned. It must be re­ 
cognized that em ergencies arise which re­ 
quire certain types of establishments to be 
available at all tim es. 
And who is to say there are not emer­ 
gencies requiring all types of services and 
who will be the arbritrary power to draw 
the dividing line?
